Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-4, 6-8, and 12-30 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Thought the prior art 
of Tushie et al., Graham Jr., et al. teach smart card personalization systems, and Nakano (US 
4,755,660) teaches the overwriting of IPINs with PINs, the prior art of record fails to teach a 
method for personalization of smart cards that includes generating an individual password for the 
real smart card and replacing the existing password placed in the real smart card by the 
individual password; and providing the individual password to the smart card holder via a secure 
channel, and a personalization program for accessing the virtual smart card and their assigned 
unique identifier and password and transferring the data objects contained in the virtual smart 
card by means of the password and card specific commands into the storage area of the real 
smart card.
